Paince Rupert. 


UV PE RT, Prince Palatinie 
of the Rhzine,was a Prince 
nearly related to the 
Crown of England; of a 
very Noble Extraftion 

being the Second Son of Frederick 

Prince EleQor Palatine of the Rhzze , 

ind the Illuſtrious Princeſs Elizabeth, 

Daughter to King James, Siſter to King 

Charles the Firſt, and Aunt to our pre- 

ſent Sovereign, © Frederick having firſt

Treated with the King about the Mar- 
riage in 1612, came into Ergland to 
Conſummate it, and Landed at Graveſ- 
end, Ofob. 15. whither the Duke of 
Lenox and ſeveral other Lords came by 
his Majeſties Command, to Congratu- 
late his Arrival , and wait on him to 
Fhitehall; and upon his Arrival there, 
they conduqed him into the Banquet- 
ting-houſe , where the King, Queen, 
Prince Henry, and the Lady Elzzabeth 
entertained him in an extraordinary 
manner, and then Conduced him 1n the 
Kings Barge co his Lodgipgs at E/ex- 
houſe. Tas WRIT SuY 

On the Twentieth of December he 
was EleQed Knight of the Garter. 
On the Twenty ſeventh he was be- 
trothed to the Princeſs Elizabeth. 
On the Seventeenth of February he 
- was Inſtalled Knight of the Garter at 
Windſor, and on the Fourteenth, being 
Shrove-Sunday, and St.Yalentines day, 
the happy Marriage was Celebrated in 
the Chappel at Whitehall,by the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury. The Bride was. 
. led to Church by .two De=4<, 
ro-

Brother Prince Charles, and the Eatl of 
Northampton Lord Privy-Seal, She 
was attired all in White, having a rich 
Crown of Gold upon her Head ; her 
Hair hanging down at length, curiouſly 
beſet, and richly adorned with Pearls, 
Diamonds, and other precious Stones. 
The King gave her in Martiage,and the 
Biſhop of Bath and els preached her 
Bridal Sermon ;- which ended, ſhe was 
led home by two Married Men, the 
Duke of Lerox and the Earl of Not- 
tingham. ys 

The Marriage was Solemnized the 
firſt night with a ſtately Maſque of 
Lords and Ladies, The fecond , with 
a ſplendid Maſque of the Gentlemen of 
the Middle-Temple and Lincolns Inn. 
The third, there was to have been a 
ſurptuous Maſque of the Gentlemen of 
the Inner Nevpls and Grayes-Inn; but 
the concourſe of people was ſo great, 
that it would have hindred the Shew; 
and therefore it was put off till the Sa- 
turday-night following. 

Aﬀeer this, the Lord Mayor atd Al- 
dermen of the Ciry of London pre-

ſented the Bride with a Chain of Ort- 
ental Pearl, 'valued at Two thouſand 
pounds. And when all things had been 
done for honouring: this happy and 
Princely pair, which Love or Venera- 
tion could deviſe, or Art and Magni- 
ficence perform , they took leave of 
the King and Queen at Rocheſter. On 
the Twentieth they landed at Fluſhing, 
from whence the Duke of Lexox, the 
Earl of 4rxndel! , the Lord Liſte and 
Herington, waited on them to their 
chief City of Heydelberg , (they were 
received in all places they paſſed 
through, with all imaginable ſplendor 
and magathicence ) where ſhe was, De- 
cember 20. 1617. delivered of her firſt 
Son, Charles Lodowick, 1619.He was 
choſen King of Bobemiain Prague , the 
Regal City of that Kingdom. Decemr- 
ber 17. 1619. the Princeſs was brought 
to Bed of our great and Martial Prince 
Rupert, whoſe Heroick Life and Adci- 
ons are: the ſubje& of the enſuing Hi- 
ſtory. 

In the year 1632. being about thir- 
teen years old, , he marched with the 
Prince

bergh, where he gave the world. iQ” 
firſt proof of his Valour and Can idud.

he was taken Priſoner &. Iwpcria- 
liſts, under the Command of t Cap tain 
Hatzfreld , who detained hinkhree 
years: but having obtained his liberty, 
in the year 1642 he came to England. 
About the beginning of September, 
he offered his ſervice to the King his 
Unkle, who made him Knight of the 
Garter, and gave him a Command in 
the Army , Wherewith he marched 
through Warwick ſhire, Nottingham- 
ſhire, Leiceſterſhire, Worceſterſhire, and 
Cheſhire, his Forces ſtill increaſing as 
he marched, Soon after he marched to 
Worceſter, then Beſteged by Captain 
Fines, forcing him to diſlodge 3 after 
which, being informed that Coionel 
Sands, with a Regiment of Parliament- 
Horſe, with the afliſtance of Hales, - 
Wingate,and others, was drawing toge- 
ther to attacque him, he drew out in- 
B 3 to

to a green Meadow near adjoyning, to 
which the Paſs which led was only a 
"narroy Lane, wherein foor. at moſt 
ould ma cha Breaſt. The Prince ta- 
EEtogtheadvantage thereof , fell upon 
160 thete, Where the Rear could nat 
161) 26-affit the Van, nor the Van 
retreat With at great diſorder 3 where» 
by they were quickly overthrown, the 
Calotiel himſelf wounded, and many of 
his Souldiers killed, 

The Fight being over,the Prince re- 
turned victorious intoiorcefter;but up- 
on Information. that E//ex was march- 
iog thither with his whole Army, he 
left Forceſter, & went to Ludlow,twen- 
ty miles from thence, 

At Edge-bill fight he Commanded 
the Kings Right Wing of Horſe, where 
he diſcharged the part of a Couragious 
and Valiant. Commander , charging 
with ſuch fury upon the Parliaments 
Leit Wing, that he wholly routed 
them , puriuitng them as far as Keywntor, 
and there fell on the Waggons which 
Ejjex had left behind him, 


: In tte year 1643, the Parliament 
having

having drawn a grezt ſtrength into Cz- 
mebley [oy the King being very much 
diſpleaſed at that, commanded the 
Prince with four thouſand ' Horſe and 
Faot to attempt the ſeizing on the 
Town ; to which purpoſe he marched 
by with his Army, as if he intended 
to attempt Sudley Caſtle, which had 
not lorig before been taken by Maſſey, 
but ſuddenly turning again, fell upon 
them unexpetedly with his whole 
Force, and afrer an hours reiiſtance 
carried the place, taking Eleven hun- 
dred Priſoners , and three thouſand 
Arms. PR 

From thence he Marched before 
Glouceſter, Summoned the Town with- 
out ſucceſs; thereupon, courſed the 
Countrey into Wales, and having 1n- 
creaſed his Army, returaed back again 
to the Siege at Litchfield,which he car- 
ried on'fo powerfully, that the Gover- 
nour.was compelled to ſurrender the 
place. About the ſame time he took 
in the Town of Brimingharm, and from 
thence he marched to the King at 0x- 
ford, where receiving intelligence that

a great party of Parliamentarians was 
poſted at Poſicomb and Chiper,he drew 
out a. Party of Souldiers to attack 
themin their Quarters; wherein he was 
ſo ſucceſsful, that he took many Priſo- 
- ners:; but Colonel Hampden, with Shef- 
feild and others of Efſex's Army, ta- 
king the Alarum, drew into Chalgrove- 
eld, with deſign to fight the Prince ; 
who couragioully fell upon them; and 
after a Charge or two routed them, 
killing many, and taking many Priſo- 
ners, Horſes and Arms. MH 

Upon the Queens arriya) at Oxford, 
he was commanded by the King to 
joyn himſelf with his Brother. Priace 
Maurice, and march immediately to 
Briſtol to reduce that City to the Q- 
| bedience of his Mijeſty: he fate, down 
. beforeit on the 24th of July, ſummon- 
ing itto ſurrender ; which was accor- 
dingly.done the third day after. 

Not long after, he marched with the 
King to the Sicge of Gloceſter, and took 
up his Quarters in the Suburbs; But 
the King receiving intillegence of the 

- approach of the Earl of Efex, com- 
 manded

manded the Prince, with the greateſt 


part of the *'Horle, to draw off from 
Glouceſter, and oppoſe his march, that 


. ſo the Siege might not be interrupted. 


He met the General at Sfow of the 
Would, where he charged the Parlia- 
ment-Forces with much courage; but 
being over-powered by number, was 
forced to retreat : which occaſioned 
the King to raiſe the Siege at Glowce- 


er. 

As the Earl of Eſex was returning | 
towards London, the Prince with the 
greateſt part of the Kings Horſe, as he 
was paſſing over 0bxrne-Ghafe,charged 
his whole Army with ſo much fury, that 
he put it into'very great diſorder. From 
thence advancing to Newbary,the King 
drew up his Army in Battalia, reſfol- 
ving to give battle tof the. Parliament- 
Forces; which the Earl of E/ex ac- 
cepting of., commanded Colonel Bar- 
cley and Colonel Holborrne to begin 


the Fight ; who charged very fiercely 


upon the Kings Souldiers, and were as 
reſolutely .recharged by the Prince, 
who commonly bore the ficft and moſt 
dangerous

dangerous brunts 3 and preſſing for- 


wards, fell upon the Parliaments Body 
of Horſe; but being over-powered, was 


forced toretire : But preſently rallying 


again, he charged them with ſo much 
fury, that ſeveral Regiments were ſo 
mixed together , that they knew not 
how todifingage themſelveszand driven 
back to the Lanes end, where they en- 
tered in the Morning, being purſued 
by ſome of the Kings Troops into the 
Lane 3 but night drawing on, pit an 
end tothe Fight, the King marching to 
Oxford, and Eſſex to Reading, and fo 
to London. 

At Oxford the King ſammoned a Par- 
liament to meet the 224 of Jarnary 
following; and thereupon,in confidera- 
tioa of the great Service and Valour of 
the Prince, advanced him to be a Peer 
of this Realm, by creating him Duke of 
Cumberland and Earl of Holderneſs. 
From hence he marched to Cheſter, 
where he received Merch the Twelfth 
a Command from his Majeſty to draw 
, What Forces he could together, and 
march to the relief of Newark, then be- 

| fieged

fieged by Sir John Meldrum, with an 
Army of Eight thouſand Horſe and 
Foot : whereupon he haſted to Shrew/- 
bury, ſpeeding away Major Leg (Gene- 
neral of the Ordnance) before, ta chuſe 
out ſo many Commanded Muſqueteers 
of the Engliſh lately come out of Ire- 
land, 'as might be ſpared out of that 
Garriſon ; with which, together with 
what Horſe they could muſter up, he 
marched tawards Newark, endeavour- 
ing to joyn with the Forces under the 
Lord Loughborough : which Meldrum 
attempted to prevent z but being wor- 


ſted in ſeveral (light ſkirmiſhes, he was - 


forced to retreat, and leave an open 


paſſage to the Prince, who marched - 


forward with ſo much filence and ſpeed, 
that he prevented even Fame it ſelf, 


Meldrum having onely an uncertain ru- | 


mour of the Princes approach ; bat be- 
Ing informed thereof by his Spies,drew 
all his Artillery and his whole Army 
Into the quarter about the Spittle-z 
which the Prince underftandiag, and 
ſuppoſing tt was in order to march off 


luddenly, advanced his Van of Horſe .

upon the (pur to over-take them ; com- 
manding the reſt of his Horſe with the 
Foot,Cannon and Ammunition, to fol- 
low when he came near the Bacon hill. 
A- mile ſhort of Newark he perceived 
ſome of the Enemies Horſe 5 who, upon 
his approach, drew down the other 
ſide to their own Body. The Priagce 
thus ealily gaining: the Hill, reſolved 
to purſue his good Fortune, apprehen- 
ding he had many advantages upon a 
retreating Enzmy : whereupon he gave 
order to charge them with all the Horſe 
then with him, and keep them enga- 
ged ti}l the Rear and Foot ſhould come 
np with them 5 wherefore purſuing 
them to the edge of the Hill, he per- 
ceived moſt of the Enemies Forces to 
be drawn up 1a Battalia near the Spit- 
tle, and four Bodies of Horſe poſted to 
receive him, at the very deſcent of the 
Hi!l : the Prince undertook with his 
own Troop of Lifeguards to attack the 
Body oa the Left hand, appointing the 
Lord Lowghboroughs Troop to ſecond 
him, and Colonel Charles Gerrards to 
. be as a Reſerve, The Pringes Regi- 
; ment 
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ment was caſt into five diviſions, ha- 
ving two Troops in each 3 in the-fir(t, 
which was the Right-hand. Diviſion , 
were Captain Gardiner and Captain 
Richardſon; in the next was Cobb and 
Martin ; 1n the third the Lord Grands#- 
ſon,and Sir Tho.Dalliſor ; in the fourth 
Sir Lewis Dives, and the Lord Dillon; 
and in the fifth Major Legg and 0 Neal. 
This Regiment was ſeconded by Major- 
General Porters Regiment. The Prin- 
ces word was, King and Dnen ; theirs, 
Religion. The Fight began about 
Nine of the clock, and was maintain- 
ed very fiercely on both ſides ; the 
Priace himſelf having advanced fo far 

into the Enemics Ranks, that being 

obſerved and known, was dangerouſly 
aſſaulted by three ſturdy Souldiers, 

whereof he (lew one with his own 

Sword, aſecond was Piſtolled by one 

of his Gentlemen, the third being rea- 

dy to lay band on thePrincesColler,had 

it almoſt chopt off by Sir #/i/iam Neal. 

Being thus diſ-ingaged with a ſhot only 

in his Cauntlet, he furioufly charged 

through them , routing and purſuing 
them

ter a little pauſe , both ſides began to 
prepare for a ſecond Chargezthe Prince 
to Aiſault, and they to defend : and al- 


though for a while they made a ſtout |

their retreating firſt, it might be done 
without any kind of pretence to. the 
prejudice of their Honour : to which 
the Prince conſenting, they ſtood over 
for the Ezgliſh Coaſt, and his Highneſs 
giving ſpecial order for the ſpeedy car- 
rying'Supplies on Board, and the re- 
' pairing thoſe Ships which were owe; 
= 
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ged inthe fight, went to London, gi- 
viog his Majeſty an exact Relation of 
what had been done, He made no 
ſtay, butin twoor three days returned 
again to the Fleet, to haſten its getting 
ready to put ont'to Sea again, 


\ Aboutthe latter end of the Month, 
ſome part of the Dutch Fleet was ſeen 
off Harwich, but they ſoon went off 
again towards their own Coaſt , the 
greater part of the Fleet lying atSchone- 
velt, to repair the damages which ehey 
ſuſtained 1n the late Engagements,ſome 
of them being almoſt ſhattered to pie- 
ces; the bad weather which happened 
at that time, very much retarded their 
work. 


About the middle of July, his Ma- 
jeſty, attended by ſeveral of the prin- 
cipal Nobility, and other perſons of 
Quality, went dowa the River to (ee 
the Fleetzwhereupon the Prince weigh- 
ed, and put the Fleet under $a1]l, his 
Majeſty accompanying him as'far as the 
middle ground, where be lay:at Anchor | 
| 7. with 
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with his Yachts, whilſt all the Fleet 
paſt by,and then returned again toL oz- 
don extraordinary well ſatisfied. 

. On ghe 19#, they appeared in fight 
of Harwich, and towards evening came 


to an Anchor in the Grnrflcet. The 


next morning they weighed again, and 
came to an Anchor over agatalt Har- 
wich, near the Seldway 5 where his 
Highneſs ſtaid for the coming up of 
fome Ships; who being arrived, and 
the wind blowing Weſtwardly:, he 
weighed apain, and ſtood off to Sea 
and paſſing by 41borongh, made dired- 
ly for the Coaſt of Holand to ſeek the 
Dutch Fleet, who had hitherto lain ſti]! 
at Schonevelt, but now put themſelves 
under fail ; but at night came to an 
Anchor off Schonevelt, His Highnels 
came to an Anchor within three or four 
Leagues off them ; aad having viewed 
their'Fleet, which coaliſted of about 
an x00 fail, weighed, and ſtood two 
Leagues to the Northward, and there 
Anchored agatn. 


About feven the next morning he 
weighed 
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weighed and ſtood along the Holand 
Coaſt to the Northwards, thereby to . 
provoke the Enemy out 3 who accar- 
dingly ſtood after him : Wheteupon 
the Prince commanded Sir *Edward 
Spragg Admiral of the Blew , who had 
then the Weather-gage, to tack. But 
the wind vering immediately to the 
South-weſt, the Enemy got the Wea» 
ther-gage : who having taken a view 
of the Princes Fleet,took the beacfit of 
a freſh gale of wind, tack 'd, and with 
all the ſail they could make ſtood off to- 
wardstheir own Shallows, not daring 
to venture a Fight at open Sea. The 
Prince ſeeing that, tack'd likewiſe, can- 
tinued his courſe along their Coaſt ta 
the Northward ; whereby he put the- 
people on ſhore to the greateſt fright 
imaginable, for fear he ſhould land id 
his paſling along the Coaſt. He. met 
with ſeveral F - Ugg Boats and other 
ſmall Veſſels which the Dxtch had made 
prizes of, but the Priace re(tored then 
tothe right owners.
